Thus  we  learn  from  an- 
tieiit  records,  that  Italy,  which  has  long 
poffeflVd,  in  the  greats  ft  perfe^ion,  all 
the  fruits  that  are  known  in  temperate 
i^Hinates,  was  originally  unacquainted 
v^tth  many  of  the  mi.ft  valuable  kinds. 
Liicullus  'firft  brought  cherries^  from 
Pbntus,  and  planted  them  iu  his  garden 
at  Rome,  in  which  country'  they  have 
ever  lince  nouriibed  in  a*  great  perfedton 
ia  their  native. dimatc:  Kad'in  like*

have  at  their  doors  at  a  moderate  price, 
they  woiilii  likewifc  have  the  advantage 
of  tifh  in  abundance  of  tlie  beft  kinds, 
which  might  be  caught  with  the  utmoft 
ficilitv  at  all  fcafuns  of  the  year,  were 
there  a  proper  market  for  them  (.  They 
might  likewife  be  fupplied  wild  provi- 


fions  of  all  kinds  from  Ireland,  and  Hrf’ 
weftern  counties  of  England,  at  a  m.ide- 
raie  price,  and  vrould  iiave  a  more  ready 
vent  for  their  minufa^ured  go  'ds^with^ 
out  any  Und  carriage,  as.  they  could  at 
once  Ihip  tnem,  by  a  corn^nodious  navi-* 
gation,  either  for  the  Weft* Indies  or  the 
Levant,  at  a  much  I'maher  expence  than 
from  the  eaft  coaft,  and  with  iliTiott 
equal  facility  to  the  Baltic;  and,  if  they 
had  w  >  »l  of  a  fine  quality  at  their  hand, 
by  which  they  would  Uve  the  expenfive 
land  cirriagc  that  tne  m  I'uifadurm

Selkirk  replied,  that  if  the  prefent  mca?* 
fiires  were  allowed  to  go  on,  theelcdtiop 
of  t  he  peer  s  of  Scotland  would  indeed  bc^ 
come  like  a  Polifli  diet;  but,  like  it  toflji 
he  hoped  the  peers,  w'hen  their  libertiel 
were  infringed,  w’ould  juftify  tbern  with 
the  points  of  their  fwords. 

Lord  Selkirk  at  laft  confented  to  thil 
propofal ;  laid,  he  hoped  the  noble  lordf 
would  crll  a  meeting  foon,  and  that  it 
Ihculd  be  in  the  palace  t>f  H''lyroodh»>uf(y 
as  there  was  no  place  more  fit  for  tellipg 
the  king  truth  than  in  his  own  palace. 

The  duke  of  Buccleugh  faid,  he  did 
not  think  t^ere  nvai  any  9ccafwn  to  call 
It  ftuetin^^  or  to  petition  his  majejly  t 
that  he  looked  upon  the  minifter’s  lellcf 
as  a  perfonal  affront,  to  which  be  gave  aa 
anlwer  in  Inch  ftr«;ng  terms,  that  fie  had 
iu)t  rectivtd  another,  nor  believed  he  c* 
ver  would ;  and  if  every  peer  would 
write  fuch  an  anbver  as  he  did,  he  wat 
perfuatled  the  miniftry  would  trouble 
none  of  them  with  fuch  letters  any  more> 

The  earl  of  Aboyne,  before  voting,  de¬ 
livered  his  fenliments  in  a  fliort,  mode¬ 
rate,  and  genteel  fpeech;  in  which 
laid,  that  he  very  much  felt  the  indigui^ 
ty  done  to  the  peers  of  Scotland  by  the 
minillerial  *etter,  and  would  moll  hearti¬ 
ly  nnire  vith  thefe  noble  lords,  who 
were  for  taking  proper  meafurcs  to  put 
an  end  to  f  >  niameful  an  infringement  of 
the  freedom  of  election;  that  he  woul^ 
Vole  for  the  cat!  ot  Eglintdn,  as  one  who 
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Jiad  fct  up  upon  an  independent  footing; 
that  he  would  alfo  vole  for  the  fifteen 
peers  rec('mmcnded  by  the  miniftry  ;be» 
caulc,  although  he  did  not  like  their  no¬ 
mination,  yet  he  confidered  them  as  very 
well  deferving  the  hon'’»ur  of  being  cho- 
fen  ;  that  there  were  no  other  candidates, 
and  that  he  did  not  chufe  to  vote  for  no¬ 
ble  lords,  w  ho  had  not  afked  to  beele<fl- 
ed,  and  to  whom  it  might  not  be  agree¬ 
able. 

When  it  came  to  lord  Eiibank,  his 
lordthip  fpnke  with  his  ufual  ingenuity 
and  eloquence,  to  the  fame  purpole  with 
his  fpirited  writings;  and  then  laid,  as  I 
have  t  ikcii  up  too  much  of  your  lord- 
Ihips*  time  in  I'peaking,  I  lhall  take  up  ve¬ 
ry  little  in  voting;  for  1  vole  only  for 
f('ur,  for  the  earls  of  Eglinton  and  Brea- 
clalbane,  as  fupporter!>  of  independency ; 
for  the  carl  of  Galloway,  because  1  pro-”* 
mifed  to  him,  before  I  law  his  name  in 
the  minifterial  lift  ;  and  for  lord  vifeount 
Irwin,  hecaufea  kind  offlur  having  been 
thrown  upon  his  lordflrip  as  a  llranger  in 
this  country,  I  am  defirous  to  wipe  itolf, 
fo  far  as  my  vote  can  go.

Their  number,  it  is  true,  is  diminifh* 
cd,  but  their  order  is  pofTefTcd  of  a  grea¬ 
ter  fhare  of  the  property  cf  their  coun¬ 
try  than  at  the  union ;  and,  as  the 
power  of  chufing  their  fixteen  reprefen- 
tatives  was  then  divided  among  150, 
and  is  now  confined  to  little  mote  than 
60,  this  circumltance  ought  to  add  tq 
the  importance  of  the  individuals.

The  laws  of  Scotlaiul  .ue  totally  diffe¬ 
rent  from  thole  in  England.  The  whole 
pro|>erly  of  that  countrv  is  liable  to  l<c 
decided  in  the  houir  of  lonls;  and  it 
c.innot  be  a  '.'..titer  of  isul’lbi'tncc  to  the 
owners  of  it,  whether  their  judges,  in 
the  UU  refoit,  be  Inch  have  received 
their  approb.ition.  National  points  oc 
cur  every  day  ;  and  fi  rely  the  iiiierclt 
of  Scotland  is  more  li:.e!y  to  be  under- 
flood,  explained,  and  fupportefl  by  noble¬ 
men  claolcn  by  llic  whole  body  of -peers 
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of  that  country  than  by  any  minifltcr.-;- 
Indeed  the  >sholc  kingdom  of  Scotland 
is  as  cffentially  intereded  in  the  proper 
execution  of  the  article  of  union  relating 
to  their  peerage  as  the  peers  themfelvcs* 
It  wa.i  what  that  nation  had  reafon  to 
expedl  at  the  union ;  and  it  is  a  manifelh 
violation  of  the  treaty  to  deprive  it  of  a 
free  reprefentation,  whatever  may  be 
the  mc.ins  that  arc  made  ufe  Qf  to  per* 
vert  it.  England  has  equal  reafon  to 
complain  of  this  encroachment;  while, 
indead  of  the  advantage  of  having  fixteeh 
choten  and  independent  iiohlcmcn  added 
to  the  houfc  of  lords,  they  feel  themfelvet 
loaded  with  fixteen  men  who  mud  necef- 
farily  obey  the  dilates  of  a  miniltef,  and 
who,  indeed,  arc  not  to  be  confidered  a» 
liee  agents. 

5th,  No  body  is  fo  much  injured  by 
this  manifefl  violation  of  the  articles  01 
union  as  his  majclly. 

If  lixteen  noblemen  .were  fent  to  the 
houfc  of  lordt  by  the  unbialTcd  choice  of 
their  peers,  their  credit,  innuence,  and 
abilities,  would, be  a  real  lupport  to  the 
throne,  and  would  give  weight  and  crep 
dit  to  the  meafurcs  of  government.-^ 
The  intcreft  of  the  peerage  i»  fo  infepa- 
rably  connciScd  with  the. maintenance  of 
the  royal  authority,  that  fuch  men  would 
ever  be  ready  and  able  to  enforce  it,  and 
to  prevent  every  attempt  to  impair  it: 
They  would  be  never-failing  inftrufrcnfii 
to  reconcile  the  rcinoteft  p.irts  of  the 
country  to  the  mcafures  of  adminidfa- 
tion  :  but,  as  eledlions  are  now  condudt* 
cd,  nothing  i.s  fo  natural  as  for  the  people 
to  fufped  a  bad  defign,  where  indireifk 
means  arc  employed  lo  difappoint  them 
of  that  reprefentation  in  the  houfc  qf 
lords  they  think  themfelves  intitled'  lo 
by  the  articles  rf  the  union. 

If  the  above  reafoning  is  jud,  and 
degrees  of  men,  from  the  king  to  the 
ptalant,  are  interi.ded  in  fupporting  the 
independency  of  the  Scots  peerage,  it 
may  feem  difTicuU  to  explain  why  fo 
much  pains  have  l)cen  taken  to  dived  that 
order  of  men  in  particular  of  all  dignity 
and  privilege;  and  why  the  bulk  of  the 
people,  comi  ry  to  cuft‘*m,havc  concur¬ 
red  with  men  in  power  in  their  eridca- 
vours  to  degrade  the  peerage  of  Scot¬ 
land.  !
